The following attaches of the ccmmis-

John Moore, of Massachusetfs, now as- 
sistant secretary of state, to be secretary 
of the commission.

Santiago de Cuba, August 26, 5:15 p. m.— 
The Spanish transports San Francisco, 
San Augustin and Colon left this after- 
noon. for Spain with 4,568 Spaniards, includ- 
ing fifteen officers and their fa.nilies and 
four priests. Eight men died on the way 
t> the ships. Toral, when bidding adieu 
to the Spanish officers and men who were 
leaving, said: ‘‘Conquered, we yield with 
honor to ourselves and to Spain. Wihatever 
may be the future of Cuba, history will pre- 
serve the story of your heroic and noble 
deeds in this country. We regret our fall- 
ure and its cost in treasure and in blood, 
but you have nobly fought and nobly lost.”

But What Is Being Done Is Nat Gives 
to the Press. 


CORRESPONDENTS NEARLY ALL LEFT 


| On Being Informei That They Could 
Get No News Until the Commis- 
sion Had Finished Its La- 
bors—The Meeting 
Yesterday. 


Quebec, August 26.—The story of the ar- 
bitration commissioners’ proceedings today 
is the eame as the story of yesterday— 
the same as the story of each day’s pro- 
ceedings will be if their plan of silence is 
carried out. They are at work. They say 
they afe making progress.They declare 
that develorments thus far indicate that 
the questions which they have undertaken 
to settle eventually will be settled and that 
better and more equitable relations than 
ever before existed -will finally exist be- 
tween the United States and Canada. That 
is all—the extent to which the commission- 
ers will take the public into their confi- 
dence. 

Both the American and British delegations 
have held meetings by themselves today. 
No joint meetings will be beld until next 
Monday. On Friday of next week they will 
adjourn until September 2th, but it is prob- 
able that before the recess is taken some 
intimation will be given as to whether cr 
not anything is likely to be accomplished. 
Just what subjects have been discussed so 
far, igs not known. 

Think Tariff Will Prevent. 

The opinion is expressed by some here 
that the whole scheme of settlement of va- 
rious questions wil] go to pieces 01 the reek 
of preferential tariff. Several of the Ca- 
nadian papers have stated that ‘the United 
States would never consent to make con- 
cessions and adjust specific questions, so 
long as England is giyen 30 great advan- 
tage over the United States in the Cana- 
dian markets. When asked about this

questions and a general readjustment of 
the trade relations between the two coun- 
tries.

Entertaining the Commissioners. 

The commissioners are to be entertained 
tomorrow night at the Garrison Club by 
Solicitor General Charles Fitzpatrick.

They are all] assured by the 
commissioners that it was useless for them 
to remain, as absolutely nothing would 
be given to the press unti] the work of the 
commission was finished. 

It is quite likely that the American com- 
missioners will look into the question of 
duties on .agricultural products, although 
nothing has been said about taking up this 
matter in a specific way.

BUSINESS GOES ON AT MANILA. 


Strict Sanitary Regulations Enforced. 
Health of Americans. 


London, August 27.—The Manila corre- 
spondent of The Times, telegraphing Fri- 
day, says: 

“The military government is working ef- 
ficiently in all departments. The business 
is being actively resumed, the waterworks 
is in operation and the Pasig river is open. 

“Stringent measures have been taken to 
insure the eanitation of the citadel, which 
is crowded with prisoners. The abominally 
filthy condition of the Spanish barracks is 
@ menace to the general health. which at 
present, howcver, is excellent. Among the 
American troops there have been only sev- 
enteen deaths from iliness since landing. 
Twerty-three thousand stands of arms, 
10,000,000 cartridges and an iminense quan- 
tity of large ammunition have been sur- 
rendered, with nearly 15,000 prisoners. 

“The insurgents recently dispatched an 
armed steamer with 5300 soldiers on board 
for an unknown destination. Consequently, 
coastwise eteamers manned by Spanish 
sailors were afraid to venture cut until 
assured of the protection of the Aineripan 
fleet.

British War Vessels Belng Mobilized 
In Chinese Waters, 


SIAR CLAUDE MACDONALD GIVES NOTICE 


That Failure by China To Obey Will 
Be a Cause for War—Demonstra- 
tion Is Not Against Russia. 
as Negotiations Are Con- 
fined to Pekin. 


London, Augu&t 27.—The Peking corres- 


‘The situation has suddenly pécome 
acute. The relations between the Tsung- 
Li-Yamen and Sir Claude MacDonald, the 
British ambassador, are strained to the 
point of rupture. Sir Claude: MacDonald 
has intimated that any failure by China 
to observe Great Britain’s wishes will be 


accepted as a casus belli. 

“In support of S%¥r Claude MacDonald, 
the fleet has been concentrated at Wei-Hai- 
Wei and Han-Kow, and all the warships 
under 5,000 tons have been mobilized in the 
Yang-Tse river. The naval demonstration 
is solely directed against Chima, as it is 
semi-officially stated that the existing re- 
lations with Russia are cordial. Lord Salis- 
bury has abandored the policy of the open 
door, substituting for it a policy of spheres 
of influence. 

‘Diplomatic conferences have been of 
constant occurrence within the last few 
days. Lord Salisbury insists upon the 
recognition by the other powers interested 
in China, of the boufidaries of Great 
Britain’s ‘sphere of influence.’ In the same 
instrument whereby G Britain recog- 
nizes Russia’s position in Manchuria, Rus- 
sia is required to acknowledge the para- 
mouncy of England in the Yang-Tese ‘val- 
ley and guarantee that our territorial re- 
quirements shall be permanently respected. 

“Great Britain is willing to drop. her 
protest in respect tg the Nui-Chang rail- 
way, but Russia is required to cancel her 
agreement with Ching that the country 
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which could be drawn money to purchase 
delicacies and necessaries for sick soldiers. 
This order is dated August 10th. 

According to the records of the surgeon 
general's office, it was received there on 
the 13th, and sent out to the various offi- 
cers on the 15th.

This order No. 116, it is said, was 
not only sent out through the surgeon gen- 
eral’s office, but was sent direct from the 
adjutant general’s office to the command- 
ing officers in ‘various camps. If it has not 
been carried out, it is declared the fault 
has been with the officers in command, 
and the surgeons in charge of the hos- 
pitals. It is probable an investigation will 
be at once to see whether the order has 
been disregarded, and why. 

Officers at the war department deprecate 
the manner in which complaints have been 
made on the ground that the whole matter 
will discrdeit the American army, and ‘have 
a bad effect on discipline.

hardships. 

“War is a tragedy from one end tothe 
other,’ said a prominent officer of the 
department today. “There were some peo- 
ple who thought it was a picnic, and that 
the war in Cuba was to be a holiday time 
in Cuba. No man who considered the matter 
and knew anything about the climate, the 
difficulties and the trials which would have 
to be undergone, felt that way. They ex- 
pected hardship; expected that the troops 
would enter the portals of danger and 
death; would have to face bullets and 
fever. It is only wonderful that we have 
got off so easily. Our losses are less thay 
expected when the war began.’”’
